Work has been commenced on an: 
other great scheme to reclaim by irri- 
gation vast tracts of desert in the 
Soudan. It is believed it can be made 
“to add eriormously te the cotton out- 
put of the British Empire. The tract 
which is to be: wateredyie known as 
the Gizra territory. I. lies ‘between 
the Blue and White’ Niles, below 
Khartoum, and consists of 1 500,000 
acres. The force and flow of the two 
rivers is sufficient to water the entire 
dis*rict When properly harnessed. 
The proposal is to build two dams 
south of Khartoum,,one over each of 
the rivers. Thus the tract between the 
streams will be irrigated, while at the 
same time the force of the water 
flowing into Hgypt will be controlled, 
At present the Blue Nile comes down 
in a raging flow, and the White Nfle, 
flowing in steadier fashion, combines 
with it to make a huge overflow. The 
building of the two dams will enable 
the flow to be properly regulated and 
will practically mean the final har 
nessing of the Nile. 


To Purify Clay. 

An electrical process for purifying 
clay, brought to the notice of the 
English Ceramic Society by Dr. W. R. 
Ormandy, depends upon the fact that 
clay is . electro-negative, while its 
chief impurities are electro-positive, 

The emulsified clay is partially 
coagulated by adding electrolytes, 
and js further purified by passing 
through a vessel having electrodes 
differing by 60 to 100 volts. 

The clay substance, with as little 
as-18 to 20 per cent. of water, is de- 
posited ‘as -a_continuous blanket.four 
and one-half ‘. wide and a quarter 
of an inch thick. Even fine particles 
are removed, and the solid product 
may contain as much as ninety-nine 
and five-tenths: per cent. of china 
clay.

The composition of which printing 
rollers are made was discovered by a 
Salopian printer, Not being able to 
find the pelt ball, he inked the type 
with a piece of soft glue which had 
fallen out of a glue pot. It wag such 
an excellent substitute that, after 
mixing molasses with the glue, to 
give the mass proper consistency, the 
old pelt ball was entirely discarded. , 

The process of whitening sugar was 
discovered in a curious way. A hen 
that had gone through a clay puddle 
went with her muddy feet into a su- 
gar house. She left her tracks on a 
pile of sugar. It was noticed that 
wherever her tracks were the sugar 
was whitened. Experiments were in- 
stituted and the result was that wet 
clay came to be used in refining 
sugar. 


Home Rule and Crime. 


The oficial return of criminal sia- 
tistics for Great Britain and Ireland 
for 1912 has just been published and 
he figures are very interesting. There 
‘sg a decrease of 336 in the number of 
persons convicted of indictable ° of- 
fences in Ireland. The number of 
such offences in England was 11,340; 
n Ireland, 1,465. 

Of those convicted in Ireland 778 
came from Great Britain, 91 from the 
colonies and 41 from foreign coun- 
trtes,-leaving the remainder, those 
born‘ in Ireland, 555. Dublin shows 
846 cases of drunkenness per 100,000 
of the populatiou; the proportion ‘for 
Belfast being 1,342 and for Derry 
2,888, both in the province of Ulster 
and the only centres of opposition to 
home rule. The Irish police force 
oumbers 11,845; English, 61,203, and 
Scottish, 5,654. There are eight po- 
lice for every indictable offence in 
Ireland; four and one-half in Eng- 
land, and three in Scotland. The cost 
of the Irish police in 1912 was $7,- 
500,000, an increase of $84,660. As 
crime decreaseg in Ireland the police 


force increases. ‘ea

what India does with all the gold it 
takes away from the rest of the world. 
In the Jast ten years India has drawn 
more than $65,000,000 of gold, 
which is almost one-fourth of the 
world’s production in that time, from 
the western world, and the greater 
part of it has disappeared from the 
usual channels of trade gnd inance.

SYNOPSIS OF COAL MINING 
REGULATIONS 
Coal mining rights of the Dominion, in Manit- 
Oba, Saskatchewan and Alberta and the Yuk- 
on territory, tho North-west Territories and in 
a portion of the provinte of British Columbia, 
may be leased f or a term of ‘twenty-one years 
at an annual rental of $1 an acre. Not more 
than 2,560 acres will be leased to one applicant. 

Application for a lease must be made by the 
&pplicant in person to the Agent or Sub-Agent 
of the district in which the rights applied for 
are situated 

In surveyed territory the land must be Jes- 
cribed by sections, or legal subdivisions of 
sections, and in unsurveyed territory the tract 
applied for shall be staked by the applicant 
himself. 

Each application must be acdompanled by a 
fee of $5 which will be refunded if the ‘rights 
applied for are not available, but mot other- 
wise, A royalty shall be paid on the merchant- 
able output of the mino at the rate of fivecents 
per ton 

The pereon operating the mine shall furnish 
the Agent with eworn returns accounting for 
the full quahtity of inerchantablé coal minced 
end pay the rayalty thereon. If the: coal miu- 
ing rights gre not operated, such returns éhall 
be furnished at least ence a year 

The lease will include the coal mining rights 
only, but the lessee may. be permitted to pur. 
chase whatever available surface rights may 
be considered necessary for the working of the | 
wine at the rate of $10 an acre.
